REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach, nor does any combination thereof fairly suggest reversibly 
affixable markers as recited in the independent claims. Dix is considered to be the 
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closest prior art of record; however, there is no teaching that the marker is reversibly 
affixible in the Dix device. An important aspect of applicant's invention (a system for 
workspace organization) is the ability to have maximum flexibility of the arrangement of 
the configuration of the markers (either on the support board or on the tools themselves) 
to maximize the efficiency of the manufacturing procedure by allowing different 
configurations by different workers to suit their particular preference.
